Stars In Milky Way 


One Hnudred Times As Many As at! 
Pole | 

Since the Herschels made their star | 
gauges a century ago, there have been | 
numerous attempts to determine the 
number and distribution of the stars, 
Herschel's count showed a maximum! 
of 20 times as many stars in the Milky 


results are given by Solon I. Batley in 
a recent comparison of a square de- 
gree of the densest part of the Milky 
Way with a like area at the south Gal- 
actic Pole. Photographs with the 24- 
inch Bruce telescope of the Arequipa} 
Observatory, Peru, revealed fainter | 
and fainter stars as exposures were 
increased, the views taken in one sec 
ond showing everything to about the! 
10th magnitude, while exposures of six | 
hours brought, out stars down to the} 
19th magnitude. Counts on the plates | 
showed 18 stars not smaller than the 
10th magnitude in the Milky Way field 
to 5 at the pole, and 61,995 stars down | 
to the 19th magnitude in the Milky | 
Way to 551 at the pole. While the, 
stars to the 10th magnitude seem to be} 
about 25 times as numerous in the 
Milky Way as outside, the difference | 
incryases very rapidly beyond the! 
13th ‘magnitude, so that at the 17th 
magnitude there are more than 100 | 
times as many stars in the Milky Way | 
field as at the pole. 


With the stars | 
everywhere as crowded as in this part! 
of the Galaxy, the total would be 25 | 
billions, while at the density at the} 
pole the total would be 23 millions.

We pass bareball parlance up as 
hopeless. It is new every day, and 
the phrases that the inventive minds 
of a crowded bleacher turn out in an 
afternoon could neither be fully rec- 
orded nor understood, It is a lan- 
guage all its own, not a dead language, 
but so fickle with wins or losses that 
It is a gift 
about four months long.
